Important as this is, however, Sardinia itself 
takes a special place in the news of the period.

ATTACK ON MODANE 

The smashing of the railway yards at Modane, 
immediately on the French side of the Alps, was 
a shrewd blow by planes of the Royal Air Force 
and the Royal Canadian Alr Force last week 
Southeastern French lines funnel to a’head at 
Modane, crossing into Italy by a narrow rock 
tunnel through which traffic can be routed only 
at a comparatively slow rate Naturally con- 
gestion takes place at Modane, and it was there 
that British bombers struck with telling effect 

Modane itself is little more than a village high 
up in the hills. Around it are the peaks of the 


A shallow valley folds down from the 


the railway passes. 
a customs stop, a place where engines were 
changed, and little more. Modane in wartime, 
no doubt, ls a vast railway yard, a bottleneck in 
the flow of traffic from France south into Italy. 
By tearing up those tracks, smashing’ freight 
trains on the rails and blocking the tunnel, the 
Allies have delivered a crippling blow at this gate 
into Italy 

It is attacks such as this that are harassing the 
Germans in their efforts to move men and ma- 
terials about Europe, as each fresh gate is chal- 
lenged, Observers report it may be eight months 
before Modane will be of much use to the enemy, 
with its brokerr tunnel and its mangled rails. 
The same thing is happening at many a rail yard, 
and upon many a canal at its lockgate. In sum, 
the damage must amount to a serious problem 
in transportation for an enemy whose traffic 
facilities were none too good at any time It Is 


placed so that Germany's last shields by virtue of

THE GERMAN RETREAT 
AND OFFENSIVE 

It ia now Clear that the Germans 
are retreating from Russia. They 
are not retreating early enough, or 
as they would like to have dome 
They are retreating Under pressure 
and they suffer great losses in men 
and material. They make continual 
counter-attacks, but these are ob- 
viously for the purpose of rescuing 
their armies, not for the purpose of 
advancing or holding ground. 

The Russians say they are even 
throwing in som of their reserves 
for-this-purpose, But this does not 
change the fact—that the overall 
picture ts of withdrawal. It is borne 
out by the fact that they ar@evacu- 
ating German nationals from the 
whole Ukraine 

On the other side we see that the 
Germans are offering a terrific re- 
sistance in Italy, From a strategical 
viewpoint, the concentration of their 
forces thete seems very unwise. It 
has been argued by military com- 
mentators “that the Germans 
throughout the war have been au- 
perb tacticlans but wretched strate- 
gists. This is, to an extent, true 
The German War plan has been bad 
from the beginning. But I doubt 
whether this explains the present 
behavior, which ts dictated both by 
military and political considerations. 

Some months ago the German 
military radio commentator, Géneral 
Dietmar, compared the German sit- 
uation with that of Frederick the 
Great in the Seven Years’ War.
